7. In view of the above referred application the matter 
was posted for arguments and accordingly , Party I has filed 
written arguments urging therein that in so far as the emplo 
yer had submitted an application dated 16th May, 1989 saying 
that party II has no objection in allowing the reference in 
favour of the workmen . This Tribunal should be pleased to 
allow the reference without going into the merits of the 
dispute . It has been also fairly stated on behalf of the work

3. Party II- M / s. City Beverages, Combay. Margao, Goa , 
(hereinafter called as the employer ) is a Private Company 
incorporated in Goa under the Companies Act . It was started 
by one Cruz Fernandes somewhere in the year 1961. The 
company started dealing with the product of beverages like 
Orange, Mangola , Ginger , Lime and Soda etc. This was the 
Aerated waters after the liberarea Somewhere in 
the year 1976 Mr. Cruz Fernandes sold the said company 
to the house of Govind Poy which is a family in Margao 
traditionally carrying on petty trade. It has been alleged that 
after his company was taken over by Govind Poy , he started 
exploiting the situation by engaging labourers and workers 
on small scale . It is the say of the workmen that the said Com 
pany did not give even the minimum wages as laid down by the 
existing law . The conditions of service in the company were 
totally unreasonable and there was no gradation of skilled 
and unskilled workers. The pay scales ranged from Rs. 280 / . 
to Rs. 415 / - consolidated per month . There was no provision 
for any incentive at all though the factory itself was making 
huge profits . A large number of workers serving in this 
company have not also been given appointment letters still 
less confirmation letters . Hence, the workers hav 

given 
a list of similar companies and have tried to compare the 
amenities given by the said companies to their workers . 
Thereafter they have laid down what would be the reasonable 
pay scales and other amenities which should be afforded to the 
workmen .
